Introduction 


Characteristics of Young Learners 


Very young children by nalure are very inquisitive, active learmêrs. They need to feel safe and comfortable ini heir Surroundings in 
order to progress. Ensure thal vour classroom is visually appealing with children’s work and posters decoruling Ihe walls, If space 
permils, have reading comers, role-play and construction reas in order to promote pre-retding skills and leaning through play and 
creativity. Young children are oltên êpoceniric and tend tû have very short allention spans, which impacts ûn our choice ind thê 
length of ativilies;, Encourage groüp work ind sharing and tilor your ittivirîeš so they ûre short and varied. Children of his aze 
also heed lots of positive reinforcement and praisê from their teachers, who should beê friendly, fair aml firm. 


Techniques for teaching Young Learners 


Children use imaginative play to help them make sense of lhe world, so as teachers we should harness this by bringing puppets and 
toys to the classroom, A class mascol is of great comforî to children who are reluctant to leave their Family and can be used to greet 
and calm îhem in addiliûn to explaining activities and classroom rules: A mystery bağ or box with flash cards and objecté inside 
are also valuable tools in the Young Learner's classroom ind can be used lo introduce new vocabulary and lo capture children’s 
tention. Children of this age learn well through doing. so ensure that all activities are meaning-focused and appropriate to their 
stage of developmênl.

It is mosl impartant for you 10 be iware of your students" progress Ihroughoul he yeur in order to stretch Ihe more able stidlenils 
and keep them inlerested, ind lo encairage and give exıra practice to iny students who miay be having difficulties, 

The Closing activity suggested in Ihe Teacher's Guide ûl lhe end of each lesson draws oni and practices the material covered in thê 
lessûn, 5û the siudenis' perfomiince can §êrvê a4 an indicator of their progress. 

Any common problems students are experiencing should become the focus for fhe next lesson. For example, if students are 
Irequenlly using a wrong spelling or pronunciation, focus on this in the next lesson. Individual difficulties can be dealt with by 
ialking to the student, or by selling individual exercises which may help ıo improve re student's confidence. Always alk posilively 
io sîudents, even about heir errors, to build confidence andl show thm we can leam through making mistakes. 

Also, be aware (hal the smıdents will bave. different skills, Reading und writing skills are more difficult for some students to master 
than for others, Similarly, some shy students who are reluclanl to speak may be very good al reading and writing. They should all 
be encouraged aid praısed for their teflorts In every skill.
